From- the accounts given in the Barbadian 
papers of the Iate Governor of that. Colony,’ 
it is to he regretted that he was not allowed 
to again succeed Sir Joux Pope Hennessy, 
and be made Governor of Hongkong, Major 
Sir Gzorox Strawan succeeded Sir Jon at 
Barbsdove, and nianaged, very skilfully, to 
pour oil upon the troubled wators thore, On 
his appointment to the Governorship of Tas- 
“ mavia, general regret was felt in the Wind- 
‘ ward Islands, and ho appewrd to hare won the 
affection and esteem of all sections of the 
community by the exercise of tact, judgment, 
and ability, as well as by a straightforward 
policy aud evident desite to act for tho’ good 
of the colony. On leaving Barbadoes he was 
presented with addreases by both branebes of 
the Legislature, the representative societies 
of tha commercial and agricultural interests, 
and: other public ‘hodios, all expressive of 
esteem for his character and regret at his de- 
parture.
